peace with Germany without further 
delay, President H arding recom m end­ 
ed in his first message to congress to­ 
day. 
Such aition, he said, could in 
no sense be construed as desertion of 
the allies. 
He made plain his belief that the 
league of nations is dead. 
.Measures to lower taxes and lower 
retail prices were 
the 
outstanding 
features of his recommendations for 
dealing with the domestic problem. 
The message raised the question of 
the possible ratification of the V er­ 
sailles treaty with the league of n a ­ 
tions covenant deleted. 
Harding did 
not speak of this explicitly, hut spoke 
for the acceptance of the rights and 
Interests provided under the existing 
treaty, “assum ing of course that this 
can be satisfactorily accomplished by 
such explicit reservations and modi­ 
fications as will secure our absoluti 
freedom from 
inadvisable 
commit 
m ents ami safe guarantee of our es­ 
sential interest*.” 
The 
peace 
resolution. 
President 
Harding explained, should undertake 
to do no more than declare a state of 
peace and must put no difficulty in 
the way of colle< tion of reparations 
and restoration of war torn Europe 
Turning his hack completely on the 
league of nations, President Harding 
reaffirmed hts allegiance to the ideal 
of a world association of nations. 
Hut this problem must he deliber­ 
ately considered, he added, and prom ­ 
ised to invite the advice of senators 
when he finds it is time to act. 
In the existing league of n a tio n s 
world governing with its super pow­ 
er. this republic will have no part, he 
said. 
“There can he no m isrepresentation 
and there will be no betrayal of delib­ 
erate expression of the American peo­ 
ple In the recent election.” 
“In rejecting the league of nations, ’ 
he said later in his 
address, 
“ we 
make no surrender of our hope and 
aim for an association 
to 
prom ote 
peace in w’hich I would most heartily 
join.” 
T urning to the question of im m ed­ 
iate peace the president said that the 
United States alone of the allies, an 
associated 
power, 
continued

technical state of war.

“To 
establish the state of te< hnical peace 
without further delay,” he said Ii** 
approved a declaratory resolution by
